Syvfopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Ths sole head of a family, or any 
_ male over 18 years old, may home 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom. 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteade: 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home: 
stead. . Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a  pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erecta 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

' Tells of the Horrors He Witnessed 
at Hademkenl. 

The scenes of death and desolation 

; and despair which are part and par- 

cel of the kingdom of the god of bat- 

tles seldom have been brought so viv- 


as in the terrible realistic pictures of 
Turkish cholera camps and in the dis- 
patches of hardened war correspond- 
ents, whose souls sickened at the 
horrors they witnessed. There were 
several cholera camps, but the most 
dreadful examples of irremediable suf- 
fering and wholesade deaths, under 
conditions that made death a welcome 
friend, were seen in the main camp 
at Hademkeni, a short distance behind 
the headquarters of Nazim Pasha, the 
Turkish commander-in-chief, on the 
‘Tchatalja lines. 

“The horrible scenes in the villages 
in the rear of the army pale altogeth- 
er into insignificance when compared 
with tho horros of Hademkeni,” wrota 
@ correspondent of the London Daily: 
Telegraph, “where the remnants of 
the army defeated at Lule Burges 
were finally rallied. Three days ago 
I rode over the hills from the place 
where I was encamped, intending to 
Wisit Hademken!. I mounted the last 
Slope which hid the valley in which 
it lies, and then I was brought to a 
standstill by the awful babel of sounds 
iwhich arose from beneath me. I was 
‘gazing into the valley of the shadow 
of death. There is a station at Had- 
emkeni, and a train was in the sta- 
tion. It was black with the most 
wretched specimens of sick humanity 
seeking to escape from the dread 
‘Specter. The large square in the cen: 
jter of Hademkeni resembled a suc 
cessful fly-paper in midsummer. It 
;was covered with the corpses of the 
dead and the writhing bodies of the 
living in all attitudes—some prone, 
some sitting, some kneeling, some 
constantly shifting, some with hands 
clasped in supplication.

Addressing a great-audience at the 
City Temple, London, Mr. Lloyd 
George thus spoke of Turkey: “Wo 
have been assailed by another national 
exponent of the higher culture—Tur- 
key. (Laughter.) I notice the same 
characteristics, the same contempt 
for the elements, for the decencles of 
international war. We did our best 
to avoid a quarrel. - No one could 
have shown more patience in the face 
of insults and injuries that I could 
detail to you by the hour. This Great 
Britain did in the face of the treat- 
ment which was accorded to us by 


‘this miserable, wretched contemptiblo 


Empire on the Bosphorous. (Cheers.) 
But the quarrel has been taken out of 
our hands. We were in the hands of 
fate, and the hour has struck on the 
great clock of destiny for settling ac- 
counts with the Turk. Tho Turk ts 
the greatest enemy of his own falth 
because he has discredited it by mis- 
governument. What have ithe Turks 
contributed either to oulture, to art, 
or to any aspect of human progress 
They are a 


human cancer (cheers), a creeping 


‘agony in the flesh of thé lands which 


they misgoverued, and rotting every 
And now that the great 
day of reckoning has come upon the 
nation Iam glad. (Cheers). I am 
‘glad the Turk {is to be called to a 
final account for his long record of 
infamy against humanity In this gigan. 
tic battle between right and wrong. 


It is meet that the Turk should march |. 


Anto action shoulder to shoulder with 
the devastators of Belgium. They 
have made themselves fit comrades, 
The ravagers of Armenia and tha 
desolaters of Flanders. The Turk of 
the Hast, and the Turk of the West, 
both ruthless military Empires with 
only one god, and that is violence. 
‘Their downfall will bring gladness, 
‘security, and peace to a world which 
for generations has been oppressed 
and darkened by their grim presenge,

WOMEN WARRIORS. 


The present war has already pro 
duced the inevitable crop of, stories, 
more or less true, of patriotic’ dam- 
pels’ who, | fired. with ~- military. en- 
thusiasm, have disguised - themselves 
a8 men, shouldered a rifle, and fought 
in the trenches. One of these hero- 
ines, who did a very gallant deed in 
rescuing a soldier, was discovered 
among the Russian forces,.and, though 
probably she will not be allowed -to 
take any further part in the campaign, 
she will go down in Russian history 
as a, minor star—a follower of Joan 
of: Aro and some of the ‘Spanish hero- 
ines of thé Peninsular War. 

There has been'scarcely a‘war in 


history, however, in which members. 


of the fair sex have not played a part 
in the fighting line. During the Bal- 
kan War women of all classes in Ser- 
via, Montenegro, and Bulgaria, -who 
can handle a rifle as well as they can 
& saucepan, fought for their respective 
countries. -A notable case was that 
of Miss Sophie Yovanovitch, a young 
Servian girl, who obtained permission 
from King Peter to fight like an or- 
dinary soldier, and, dressed in mili- 
tary uniform, accounted for several 
Turks. 

A Belgrade schoolgirl, Milena Man- 
ditch, was also found among the volun- 
teer forces raised by the Servian Com- 
Defence. Shoe 
was only seventeen years of age, and 


~| went from the high school at Belgrade 


to take her place in the fighting line, 
wearing an ordinary soldier’s uniform. 
Another extraordinary case of a wo- 
man in a recent war hiding’ her sex 
and fighting as a soldier was that of 
Xenia Kritskaya, a Russian girl, on 
whom the Czar conferred high mili- 
tary honors for the part which she 
took in the Russo-Japanese Har. No 
One suspected her of being a woman, 
and this brave “soldier’ gained re- 
nown by saving three wounded com- 
rades, dressing their wounds, and 
then re-entering the firing line, until 
She herself was wounded, 

Another Russian woman, Harietena 
Korotkiewitch, donned man’s attire, 
and fought in many battles during the 
Russo-Japanese War, in order to be 
near~her husband. One day, . while 
riding to the trenches with despatches, 
& large shell struck and destroyed 
certain earthworks.’ Harietena was 
seen to stagger as the shell exploded, 
and she was picked up dead. It was 
only after her death that her sex was 
discovered. 


The Brititsh army has had its wo- |- 


men soldiers, and two of them are 
buried in the cemetery. of Chelsea 
Hospital. One of these dames— 
Hannah Snell, a truculent-looking per- 
son, whose portrait !s preserved in 
the Great Hall of the Hospital, served 
in the siege of Pondicherry, and’ was 
badly wounded, her sex being dis- 
covered when she was removed to 
hospital. 

Christina Davis was the other fe- 
male soldier buried in this cemetery. 
She {is described as a “fatt, jolly wo- 
man.” When she acknowledged her 
sex she resumed some of its privileges, 
for she married, in succession, three 
husbands, the third being a Chelsea 
pensioner. 

The most famous Englishwoman 
“soldier,’ however, was “Dr. James 
Barry,” who joined the Medical Corps 
dn 1818, and served at Waterloo and 
in the Crimea. In 1858, after many 
promotions, she became Ingpector- 
General, and it was not until many 
yeers later that the fact that she was 
‘@ woman was discovered.

With 
this weed seed content, and the rate 
of seeding reported an average of 
6,400 ‘noxinus. and 20,800 other sorts 
of weed seeds would be sasded on 
each acre of land in oats. Barley 
and wheat showed similar results. 
Some of these weed seeds ans diffi- 
cult to clean aut, but most of them 
can be separated by a fanning mill 
properly equipped and well operated.

From Sydney to-Victoria, from Prince 
Albert to Toronto, Canada is dotted 
with factories, and around each fac- 
tory is a little community of workers; 
the factory hands, the storekeepers 
who sell them their supplies, the doc- 
tors who tend them when they are ill, 
the street cars that carry them to and 
from their work, the railways .who 
ipobn them for a large part 
of their traffic, and the other mills 
which manufacture various kinds of 
goods—boots, shoes, clothing, under- 


2| wear, etc.—to*cupply these workmen. 


Shortness ‘of Money 

War may mean higher prices’ for 
Canadian ‘armer, in whose good for- 
tune all must rejoice, for his pros- 
perity is our Prosperity. But what 
the nation may gain by the higher 
Prices paid for Canadian wheat, it 
may more than lose*by the closing 
The farmer 
need never worry about the possibility 
of unemployment; there ig always 
demand for what he produces. . But 
the ghost of unemployment faces 
thousand: upon thousands of banadian 
workmen this winter unless the Can- 
adian people as a whole combine to 
keep business alive in the Dominion. 
Already, in ones, tyos and threes, 
here, there and everywhere through- 
out the Dominion, factories are being 
closed down for lack of work, or are 
running on half time. The money 
supply of Canadd lias been reduced 
and people cannot buy as much ag in 
the past. The same shortness of 
money prevents the factory owners 
carrying on their trade in the face of 
falling demand for their goods, Thus 
factory workers are laid off, the mil- 
lions of dollars in wages and salaries 
which formerly went to make Can- 
adian communities busy and pros- 
perous are greatly reduced. There is 
not the same - trade for the corner 
grocer or the butcher next door to 
him. People walk instead of riding 
by street car. They do without the 
clothing which otherwise they might 
have bought. And so the whole pro- 
cess reacts endlessly against the en- 
tire prosperity of the country. 

Effect of Individual Action 

By cultivating a spirit of intelligent 
optimism, by facing the situation 
frankly but cheerfully, a great deal of 
the difficulty can be overcome. For 
it is the lack of confidence, following 
trade depression, whih really causes 
the worst sort of “hard times.” Can- 
adians can, to a large extent, reduce 
the danger of great depression by 
keeping thelr faith in their country 
and living as near to normal as pos- 
sible. But, to do this, where they 
used to buy imported goods fhey 
must now buy “Made-in-Canada” 
goods. It is nothing more nor less 
than a measure of national self- 
preservation. It will help to keep 
Canadian factories working and Can- 
adian workmen employed. It will 
give work to the storekeeper, to the 
street railways, to the makers of 
clothing—to all the other factors in 
any community.

kets since the Pacific market was 
opened to it. . 

Mr.’ James has assurance that, this 
new market can be successfully de- 
veloped. 

For the past week he has_ beer 
gathering some fine specimens of Al- 
berta hogs and these were assembled 
and sent forward last night. 

Minnesota transfer is the clearing 
house for hogs for practically ‘ all 
that and neighboring states, where 
the export hog production is not on 
an immense scale. The demand is 
good, and the hogs from this diserict 
van be profitable sent forward. This 
province already breed lots of the 
particular variety demanded, the very 
light and the very heavy hog being 
required, 

Heavy shipments of hogs have also 
been going east this week. Mr. 
James has himself shipped 
cars to Moose Jaw Tuesday, and 
seven cars Wednesday, while Swift 
Canadians have shipped quite aé 
number of hogs east. 

HEAVY RUN OF HOGS. 

Indications that this year is going 
to beat last, in hogs marketed, 
was given at the’ Alberta stockyards 
yesterday, when nearly 2,500 hogs 
were disposed of. Only one previous 
day in the whole hisvory of the yards 
has exceeded this run. 

Prices behaved peculiarly, thanks 
to unsettled conditions. The arket 
opened fairly strong at $6.62 a 
heavy run came almost immediately, 
and the price dropped to$6.55. Frye 
and campany, of Seattle, then came 
along and through their agent paid 
$6-45 for alarge. consignment direct 
from the farmers. These out .of the 
road, more hogs came forward, and 
sold at $6.55, while they gradually 
gained in price and finally, closed ‘at 
$6.60. : 

Cattle were stronger yesterday, 
and sold at an advance of about 10 
cents on the previous day. About 
200: were forwarded, and tops sold at 
$6.60.

MEN'S BROTHER 


The Men's Brotherhood met ™ on 
Sunday, ‘Janury 3rd, |in the ‘City 
Hall and listened to Alderman BE, G. 
Johns deliver.;his address on ‘‘Mod- 


d\'orn Ttaly.’’ “Mr. Johns is an. able 


speaker, and proved to. his audiene 
the. fact ‘that he knew. a whole. lot 
about. the history .of* Italy, which 
was new to many ‘present. He start- 
ed the address from the time when 
Italy was being ground under. :the 
heel: of a most exacting tyranny, ‘the 
result of an infamous Congress at 
Vienna; The revolution had incul- 
cated into the mind of the common 
people three things—equality, sover- 
signity of people, and nationality. 
This being against the privileged 
classes, naturally met with stren- 
ucus oppositicn, the outcome of 
which was a congress meeting whose 
object was to restore everything to 
pre-revolution conditions. The con- 
grass met after the first abdication 
of Napoleon, and proceeded tc dis- 
tribute the territory he had won, 
without consulting the pedple mostly 
concerned at all. Lombardy, Venetia 
and several other portions were giv- 
en back to the Austrians. The®staces 
which had enjcyed tolerant govern- 
ment. under Napoleon were handed 
over to a deservedly hated nation, 
because of their opposition to all 
forms of progress. ‘Two dominant 
influences in this movement were 
Prince Metternich and a_ Religious 
League called the Holy Alliance, 
comprising’ Russia, Austria and 
Prussia. The restored despot came 
back with insplicable hatred of every- 
thing that, looked like reform. The 
natural result was rebellion on the 
part of the pcople who had aspir- 
ations towards constitutional gov- 
ernment. Indeed from this time for 
the next forty years was one long 
story of rebellion and uprising. It 
is the story of the birth of a nation, 
a most fascinating one, exalted pat- 
riotism, heroism, and cowardice, 
wonderful sacrifice and cruel betray- 
al. The church wus the people: 
What would take centuries in more 
northern climes took place in tne 
brief’ space of forty years in the 
sunny land of warm passion. In 
1820. an uprising took place in 
Naples, ‘the King being forced to 
grant a constitution which was des- 
troyed on the intervention of the 
Austrians. Again in 1830 thére was 
a repetition of the scene of ten 
years previous, 

‘One of the greatest men Italy pro- 
duced. at’ this time was 

He_ recognized‘ the universal charac- 
ter ‘of thedemocratic revolution, and 
became the advocate of a Holy 
Allianee for -the emancipation of the 
people in opposition to the alliance 
of the Princes to suppress the peo- 
ple. It should be noticed that the 


revolutions of Italy were accompan- }. 


ied by numibers of outbursts for free- 
dom in other parts of Europe. In 
some instaaces “they were bloodless, 
as geen by the passing of the Reform 
Bill in England, The year 1848 ‘is 
perhaps one of the most memorable 
in the democratic history ol Europe. 
:.dvily revolted and formed a Repub- 
uc; France became a_ Republic; 
S.uchern Italy obtained Constitu- 
tion. All the German states secured 
constitutions. Hungary and Boherrr 
ia revolted against Austria; the 
Poles rebelled against Risssia. Some 
of these revolts failed, but they 
showed the trend of the times. <A 
remarkable instance of these times 
was the outcome of reforms granted 
by Pore Pius IX., who was imbued 
with the democracic of the time. 
The weakness of his position lay in 


the fact that he was at the same|_ 


time head-of a world-wide church 
sovereign of the Papal States. His 
greatest religious adherent, Austria, 
his people’s bitterest enemy. 
His first difficulty of helping whole 
heartedly in the campaign was the 
King of Sardinia. His defect, how- 
ever, was not so bad as_ the other 
states of Italy. The whole of Italy 
did not supply an army one-quarter 
the size as that led by the King of 
Sardinia against the Austrians. The 
result was the defeat of Sardinia, 
the exile uf the King and his death 
froms a broken heart. The fate of the 
Pope was not much better, for 
after the assassination of his chiet 
minister he was driven into exile. 
The. Roman Republic which was 
formed immediately was of short 
duration and fell with the capture of 
Rome by the French after a very 
gallant fight against great odds. The 
failure of the 1848-9 revolution was 
due ta lack of united action on the 
part of the Italian States, but the 
lesson was taken to heart. Qne re 
sult of the failure of the Republics 
was that Sard nia was looked upon 
as the neuclus of a united Italy. 
King Victor Emanuel was the only 
Princesa of Italian birth reigning in 
Italy, and Sardinia the only state 
with a constitution. The govern- 
ment of Sardinia was in the hands 
of a consummate statesman in the 
He was the 
real makér of modern Italy. The 
great explcits of the national hero, 
Garibaldi, would have been of no 
avail against the opposition of 
Franee. Cavour set abput enegaging 
the sympathy of Franee for Sardinia 
againtt Austria. He was aided in 
this by Napaleon, who wished to les- 
sen the power of Austria in Italy, 
and secure Savoy and Nice as a 
reward for helping Sardinia, . The 
war of 1859-60 was the next step 
toward freedom, in which the Aus- 
triaus were defeated and driven out 
of Lombardy by the French and 


a) Sardinian troops. 


After this the French went: back on 
their allianco with Sardinia and 
made peace with Awstria, the result 
being that Lombardy was added to 
Sardinia, and Austria retained 
Venetia. 

In 1860 Garibaldi, by amazing ox- 
ploits, added Sivily gnd Naples to 


the confederation. of. states under the 
King of Sardinia. | Venetia availed 
herselfof the Austro-Russian war.in 
1866 to join’,with Sardinia, leaving 
only Rome, The Italians ‘looked, ‘to 
the: time when Rome ‘should: be'.the 
capital, but Rome and the: power of 
the Pope were upheld by .the French 
and‘ a garrison of Irench troops. The 
Franco-German war of 1870 solved 
the problem by bringing about the 
reeail-of the French troops. The 
occupation of Rome marked the end 
cf the temporary power .of the 
Pope, an institution which beyond 
‘all others molded the fortunes of 
‘Western Eunope.: The Pope has ever 
since proved a handicap’ in the de- 
velopment of the country, but much 
has been done, and Italy is now one 
of the great, powers of the world. 

No history cf modern Italy could 
be complete without reference ‘ to 
Garibaldi, the man who risked his 
life hundreds of times for his country 
out of pure love of his heart. Honors 
and wealth, evena kingdom, were 
his for the. taking, but he preferred 
seclusion. The story. of his exploits 
would be too long to deal with here, 
but one of his greatest exploits was 
the driving out of Sicily, 2,,000 train 
ed troops with his poorly equipped 
army of 1,000 men, every one a 
hero. He was indirectly aided in 
this by the presence of British war 
ships. Britain ‘consistently helped 
the cause of Italy, by sympathy, 
money and men. Mr. Johns went on 
to show the different instances that 
led Italy to her present position. 
The cause of her alliance with Ger- 
many was Bismarck’s attitude, in 
which-he threatened to take up the 
cause of the Pope, and Austria, 
Itdly’s hereditary enemy. The al- 
lianca was consummated in 1882, 
the exact terms never having been 
made public. The treaty, was renew- 
ed in 1887, and in 1891 for 12 years 
at the instance of Berljn. The al- 
liance was again renewed in 1902, 
but with little good will on the 
part of Italy, indeed the  allianee 
with Austria was in order to pre- 
vent war between the twa. The 
breach has widened since 1902 by 
the many acts of aggravation ‘ of 
Austcia towards Italians and her 
designs on Albania. The annexation 
of Bosnia in 1908 came asva bomb 
shell, as it menaced Italian interests 
in Montenegro and the Adriatic. 
This was taker as a warning, and 
the army ‘and navy expenditure in- 
creased without a dissenting, vote. 
Italy has always been on goog terms 
with - Britain, which has’ been a 
consistent feature of her foreign pol- 
icy. Sjnce 1913 ‘the hostility between 
Franee and Italy has’ been removed, 
and exchange of visits made be 
tween the King and :President Loube, 
Causing great offence to the Pope. 
Two lessons to learn that are™-per- 
haps more important than others 
are the impossible nature of a tem- 
poral government in the hands of 
ecclesiastics, and the fact that no 
settlement or distribution of the 
lands of a conquered people, that 
does. not take into aceount the 
claims of race and nationality, can 
be regarded as permanent. History 
bears unfailing testimony to this in 
Poland, Finland, Austria, Albania, 
the Balkan States and Italy, where 
we have witnessed the results of 
outsiders trying to raise walls 
against the spirif of race and 
nationality. It speaks of the un- 
quenchable spirit of patriotism, and 
that it is a vital fores in the‘life of 
every nation that respects itself and 
is respected by others, and can never 
be superseded by internationalism.

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“REGARDING HAGUE 
MATION 


Former President Has Some- 
‘thing to Say About Govern- 
ment in. This Connection. 


New York, January 4.—In an 
article written for the current issue 
of the Independcnt, Col. Roosevelt 
says, under the caption ~‘Utopia .or 
Hell’’: 

“To violate these conventions, to 
violate neutrality treaties, as Ger- 
many has done in the case of Bel- 
gium, is a dreadful thing. It repre- 
sents the gravest kind of  inter- 
national wrongdoing ; but: it is not 
quite so contemptible, it ders not 
show so shortsighted and timid in- 
efficiency, and, above all], such sel- 
fish indifferenee to the caise of per- 
manent and righteous peace as has 
been shown by the United States 
(thanks to President Wilson and Sec- 
retary Bryan) in refusing to fulfil its 
solemn obligation by taking what- 
ever action was necessary in order to 
clear our skirts ‘from the guilt oi 
acquiescence jin a wrong which we 
had solemnly undertaken to oppose. 

“If I had for one nsoment suppos- 
cd that signing those Hague conven. 
tions meant literally nothing what- 
ever beyond the expression of a 
pious wish whieh any power was at 
liberty te disregard with impunity in 
accordance with the dictation of self- 
interest, I would certainly not have 
permitted the United States tc be a 
party to such a mischievous farce. 
Presidint Wilson and _ Secretary 
Bryan, however, take the view that 
when the United States assumes ob- 
tigations in order to secure small 
and unoffending neutral nations 
against hideous wrong its action is 
not predicated on any intention to 
make the guarantee effective. 

“They take the view that when we 
are asked to redeem in the conerete 
promises we made in the abstract, 
our duty is to disregard our obliga- 
tions and to preserve ignoble peace 
for ourselves by regarding with cold- 
blooded and timid indifference the 
most frightful ravages of war com

This is the 
cult of cowardice. That President 
Wilson and Mr. Bryan profess it 
and tut, it in action would be ot 
small consequence if only they them- 
selves were concerned.
